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AN ANGLO-SAXON PROPHECY. 


An article in the “North American Review” for Au- 
gust, on the “Future of the Anglo-Saxon Race,” by 
Sir Walter Besant, is in line of what was said in the 
“Journal” last week on the subject of “America and Eng- 
land.” Sir Walter shows that there are 120,000,000 
of people who speak English as their native tongue. 
One-half of these are in the United States, and another 
quarter, who are not inhabitants of the British Islands, 
are more under the influence of the American than of the 
English idea of local government. He does not say what 
he might have said, that the credit the British aris- 
tocratic system receives, is due more to circumstance of 
the long reign of a female sovereign, than to the merits 
of their system of limited monarchy in itself. 

We are told in this article that the ancestors of the 
Anglo race came, “from a cold, sterile, and ungenial 
tract of country in the midst of which now stands the 
very noble city of Hamburg. They carried with them 
a restlessness of disposition which remains with them 
to this day and characterizes the masterful Anglo-Saxon 
wherever he is found. He is contented with nothing ex- 
cept discontent. He is always wanting a change; always 
seeking a change. He will pull up stakes, and travel to 
the uttermost ends of the earth that he may get a 
change. During a thousand years or more the Anglo- 
Saxon found his change in continual war; fighting not 
because he hated anybody, but because he wanted a re- 
lief from the dull monotony of peace. 

The Wat Tyler rebellion, of which we seem to be hav- 
ing a preliminary suggestion in current American politics, 
was “an instinctive restless upheaval of the people. 
They listened to leaders who formulated grievances, and 
held out hopes of wonderful things; they rose altogether, 
seized by the strange contagion, which sometimes runs 
among people like wild fire; they rejoiced, those rude and 
ignorant peasants, in freedom from labor, and the pros- 
pect of fighting and of plunder. It was a brief, but 
glorious holiday that they enjoyed. Those who escaped, 
and got safely home, had much to think about and much 
to tell.” 

It was simply a great movement of restlessness. ‘The 
village life was monotonous, the daily labor was weari- 
some, so, when the chance came, the discontented seized 
the pike and marched with the column of shouting rus- 
ties not in loyalty to the Red Rose or the White; but be- 
cause they wanted a change.” A pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land was another safety valve for the restlessness of a 
former generation. It was a change from the dullness 
of the country life to “the animation and business of the 
highway along which the pilgrims walked; the night 
spent in some monastic house; the gay and animated 
conversation of the company; the feasting and the music 
and the singing—what an exchange was that for the 
lonely cottage and the quiet farm!” 

It is Anglo-Saxon restlessness that has created Amer- 
ica; that has subdued India; that has established loyal 
colonies for England in Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand, and which is opening a new field for Anglo- 
Saxon energy in the mighty continent of Africa. Every 
year Great Britain sends out from her shores hundreds 
of thousands of forceful young men, who hate books and 
cannot pass examinations. Wherever they go they 
carry England with them; its customs; its language; its 
religion, and its laws, so far as they have influence in 
local legislation. Where the Englishman goes he ab- 
sorbs—or tries to—and where he cannot absorb he fights. 

It is owing to this characteristic that he finds the 
United States such a hard problem to deal with. He 
can’t absorb us; he doesn’t want to fight us; and the 
good old John Bull at, bome looks over his spectacles 
in mild surprise when he is asked to consider if there 
may not possibly be some other way of dealing with a 
people who represent more than half the population 
of what is known as the Greater Britain, very few 
of whom have ever walked down Piccadilly, in long 
coats and high hats, and who have marvelous little 
respect for those local prejudices of the Englishman, 
which appear to him to have the sanction of divine au- 
thority. 

Sir Walter says: ‘We are, then, as we have always 
been, a masterful race; we are a stiff-necked, unyielding 
race; a tenacious race; we are a race which cannot 
change its own mind—as regards laws and manners— 
for the mind of any other race; we are a people, which 
if it settles down anywhere, means to go on living as 
before, and to make other people live in the same way.” 
But so are we Yankees, for the matter of that. Any 
plan concerning the future of the Anglo-Saxon race that 
overlooks this essential fact will certainly miscarry. 
We are told that we shall see, “say in fifty years, six 
great English speaking nations; filled with people who 
have absorbed all foreign admixtures; governed by the 
same laws; inheriting all the Anglo-Saxon qualities, 
virtues and weaknesses.” 

“The six nations will be separate, yet united; each will 
be free to work out its own development in its own 
way; it will be impossible for them to quarrel; they 
will understand that free trade between themselves will 
be the best in their own interest; their press will be 
courteous, each to each; they will be rivals only in art, 
science and literature. Above all, they will form a firm 
alliance, offensive and defensive, with.such a Navy that 
all the world united in arms would be powerless against 
them. And, as an example for all the world to see, there 
will be the federation of our race, an immense federa- 
tion, free, law-abiding, peaceful, yet ready to fight: 
tenacious of old customs; dwelling continually with the 


same ideas; keeping. as their ancestors from Friesland 
did before them, each family as the unit; every home the 
center of the earth; every township of a dozen men the 
eenter of the government.” It is a golden prophecy and 
worthy of fulfillment. 
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Upon the recommendation ot Surg. Gen. Sternberg, 
Secretary Lamont bes authorized repairs to be made to 
the hospital at Jefferson Barracks. 


The North Atlantic squadron will put in at Hampton 
Roads on Aug. 8, and after coaling will go to sea again 
for further exercises. Upon their conclusion the vessels 
will go to Tompkinsville for more supplies. 


Capt. Sampson, chief of the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, has practically decided to make but few recom- 
mendations to Congress in his forthcoming annual re- 
port. No request will be made for making appropriation 
for the purchase of additional guns for the Navy. Con- 
gress will be asked, however, for an appropriation of 
about $300,000 for continuing the work of making guns 
for the auxiliary cruisers. 





Neither Secretary Lamont nor Assistant Secretary of 
War Doe will make any inspection trips this year. It has 
been rumored around the War Department for some 
weeks that both of these officials contemplated making 
an inspection tour. It can be asserted positively that this 
is erroneous. The Secretary will spend his vacation with 
his family at Seabright, N. J., and Assistant Secretary 
of War Doe will remain in Washington and act as Secre- 
tary of War in the absence of Mr. Lamont. 


Paymr. Gen. Stanton left Washington Aug. 1 for the 
West, to make an inspection of the Pay Department of 
a number of posts. His itinerary has already been pub- 
lished in the “Journal.” The primary object of this in- 
spection is to determine how the present method of pay- 
ing off the posts is progressing; whether or not it is satis- 
factory, and to ascertain such other information as to 
give the authorities an opportunity to judge as to the ad- 
visability of its continuance. A number of complaints 
has been received at the War Department as to the oper- 
ation of the new system, and it is with a view to seeing 
what truth there is in these complaints that the inspec- 
tion was ordered. F 


Secretary Lamont returned to Washington on Wednes- 
day and resumed his duties at the War Department. It 
was expected that immediately upon putting in an appear- 
ance at the War Department, the Secretary would an- 
nounce the appointment of an officer of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department to be Quartermaster General. This ex- 
pectation was disappointed, Secretary Lamont disposed 
of a number of matters brought to his attention. Among 
them were the allotment of funds to posts for repairs, 
ete., and the Quartermaster’s Department has ordered 
that the work be proceeded with. The Secretary also 
gave consideration to Gen. Miles’ recommendations with 
regard to the construction of quarters near new batteries, 
but he has not yet given his decision on them. In mat- 
ters of detail the Secretary had very few cases to dis- 
pose of. There are two or three college professorships 
still vacant, but nothing has yet been done looking to the 
assignment of officers to fill them. 


Lieut. Hawthorne in the July journal of the military 
service institution criticises the paper by Lieut. Richard- 
son on “The Sioux Campaign of 1890-91.” He says 
“In matters of this sort, or indeed in matters of any sort, 
the lying tongue of an Indian is a poor foundation on 
which to build an accusation of savage cruelty against 
one’s fellow soldiers. The first, close, deadly and tre- 
mendous fire of the mass of savages was full at the line 
of soldiers between them and their village, which 
swarmed with women and children. Here many of these 
non-combatants were killed and wounded, and from the 
very nature of things, by the fire of the Indians them- 
selves. Behind the Indian camp was a ravine and be- 
hind this a line of mounted soldiers. Officers at this 
point testify that the bullets from this fire, which had to 
pass through this camp to reach them fell thickly about 
them. The fire directed on the herd to drive 
out the sheltered Indians may have killed or wound- 
ed a few non-combatants. No woman nor child was 
knowingly injured by soldiers. It makes me sick to have 
to deny such a charge. Our soldiers who fought the 
opening fight fired through the Indians into our empty 
camp. The Colonel, Maj. Whitside, Maj. Hoff, our Senior 
Surgeon, Headquarters’ Staff, interpreters, Father Craft, 
teamsters, etc., were in line with this fire, and their es- 
cape was certainly miraculous. The only explanation is 
that most of this fire stopped in the bodies of the In- 
dians. I have sought everywhere for Lieut. Richard- 
son's authority for stating that 185 Indians were killed. 
This item, a matter of mere numbers, should have been 
approximately correct, at least.” 





The following letter sets at rest the reports of dis- 
agreements between the Secretary of War and Gen. 
Batchelder, which were supposed to account for the 
brevity of the retirement order in the case of the Gen- 
eral: ; 

War Department, Office of the Secretary, 
Washington, D. C., July 27, 1896, 

My Dear Gen. Batchelder—I very much regret that 
observance of the new Regulations prevents me from ex- 
pressing in your order of retirement the sense of loss 
which I feel the public service sustains in your separa- 
tion from active duty. I am sure that the efficiency, 
energy and strict enforcement of economy which have 
characterized your control of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, and which it was my pleasure to publicly ac- 
knowledge in my last annual report, and the consequent 
permanent benefits to the Army are so generally recog- 
nized that no restatement is necessary. Successful ad- 
ministration of the Chief office of your corps, added to 
important connections with the Army during the most 
active and interesting period of its existence, must bring 
to you a satisfaction which few can now possess. With 
my best personal wishes for your health and happiness, 
I beg to remain, Faithfully yours.

Secretary Lamont has three college details to make be- 
fore he leaves Washington. One of these is to the New 
Hampshire College of Agricultural and the Mechanic 
Arts, which is located at Durham, N. H. Lieut. H. ¢. 
Hodges, Jr., 22d Inf., is at present the professor of mili- 
tary science, ete., at this institution. He has been op 
this duty since October, 1892. Another Army officer who 
is to be relieved from college duty is Lieut. J. L. Cham- 
berlain, Ist Art., who has been stationed at the Peeks. 
kill Military Academy, Peekskill, since Jan. 11, 1895, 
The third officer to be relieved is Lieut. E. A. Lewis, 18th 
Inf., who is now on duty at the Michigan Agricultura) 
College, Lansing, Mich. He has been stationed at this 
place since July 1, 1892. 


It is understood that the firm of Maxim-Nordenfeldt, of 
England, which manufactures guns of that name, pro- 
poses to establish gun plants at Hartford, Conn., and 
Pittsburg, Mass. This action is taken because of the ac. 
tive part this company is taking in the gun competitions 
which are being held in the United States. It is the ex. 
pectation of Mr. Thémas F.. Lane, who represents this 
firm in the United States, that the Navy Department 
will shortly award to it a contract for sixty-six guns of 
the six-pounder type. The guns must be of Americay 
material and built in the United States. The Maxim 
Company also usbmitted bids for supplying the War De. 
partment with six-pounder rapid-fire guns. This is als» 
an additional reason why it desires to erect a plant in this 
country. 


Maj. Gen. Miles is very much gratified with the result 
of his visit to Cleveland. It was exceedingly warm dur. 
ing the journey to and from Cleveland, but while in that 
city Gen. Miles saw a great deal which will be useful to 
him in his administration of Army affairs, and was ep- 
tertained very cordially by the people of Cleveland. Hy 
inspected the camp of the 17th Luf., a battery of artillery 
and troop of cavalry, which has participated in the cele- 
bration in progress in that city, and, finding its location 
unhealthy, directed its removal to a place about fifteen 
niles distant. He also inspected the harbor, so as to be 
able to pass intelligently upon the question of the loca- 
tion of a post at Cleveland for its defense. Gen. Miles 
regards both Cleveland and Buffalo as two strong points 
requiring good defense. 

The Navy Department has practically completed the in- 
structions to the board which will conduct the trial! of 
the cruiser Brooklyn. Under them the board will assen- 
ble in Boston on the 23d inst., and when the ship is re. 
ported. ready for trial will go on board that vessel an 
proceed to the course, which lies between Cape Ann and 
Cape Porpoise. The course will be 41.5 knots long ani 
will have seven stations, at which Navy Yard tugs ani 
and two revenue cutters will be anchored. The official 
trial will consist of two runs of about two hours each 
The Engineer Board, which will assist the Board of In- 
spection and Survey, will be directed to make careful re 
port of any and all circumstances having any material 
effect upon the workings of the machinery.

1808 A. R., 
1889), prescribes that Sergeants shall wear a stripe 1 inch 
wide; rporals, ete., a stripe % inch wide. The piping 
for Engineers and Hospital Corps is not included in the 
width of the stripe. Measure it and see. 

X. Y. Z—Gen. Charles G. Sawtelle will be retired for 
age May 10, 1898. 

OCEAN SERVICE.—The New York office of the 
Cunard Line of steamers is at 4 Bowling Green; the home 
office is in Liverpool, England. As you do not state your 
qualifications, we are unable to say whether or not it 
would be any use for you to apply for a position as pur- 
ser’s clerk. 

D. B. C.—Your question is not fully understood. Par. 
134, A. R., 1895, says: “Soldiers not charged with crime 
discovered to be deserters from the Navy or Marine 
Corps, will be dropped from the rolls of the 2 — ys They 
are to be held in confinement without pay until instruc- 
tions as to their disposition are received from the War 
Department. 

SOLDIER ON FURLOUGH.—Write to the Civil 
Service Commission at Washington, D. C., for full in- 
formation on the subject of obtaining a position under 
the Government. That you are a veteran gives you cer- 
tain privileges which the pamphlet will fully explain to 
you. John T. Doyle, Wyoming avenue N. W., Washing- 
ton, D. C., is the secretary of the commission.

L. R. S. H. asks what was the highest rank ever held 
by any one in the U. S. Army, and who held it? Has 
there ever been a higher rank in the U. S. Army than 
that of Lieutenant General? Answer—General. Held 
by Grant, Sherman and Sheridan. 

S. P.—A soldier of the regular Army is bound by the 
rules of official courtesy to salute a Militia officer when 
on duty together at a State encampment. When the 
Militia troops are called out for the service of the coun- 
try by the President of the United States, under the 
Constitution, then they are mustered into the service of 
the United States. : 

VETERAN.—The law provides that when an officer 
has served forty years either as an officer or soldier in 
the regular or volunteer service, or both, he shall, if 
he make application therefor to the President, be retired 
from active service and placed on the retired list. Ser- 
vice during the war does not count double for an officer 
towards the day of his retirement. The law provides 
that when an officer is sixty-four years of age he shall 
be retired from active service and placed on the retired 
list. 

Ss. F. D.—No enlisted candidate for a commission be- 
fore the second, or competitive, board can be passed, 
who does not attain an average of 65 per cent. in 
each subject of examination, and a general average of 
at least 70 per cent.

If the candidate passes the examination a vacancy will 
not exist until 1902. The Department does not care to 
give the cadets’ names at this time. (2) Is there a free 
training school or academy for boys in the Army in 
aldition to West Point? Answer—No. (3) Are there 
boys in the Revenue Cutter service, and what do they 
learn? Answer—There are young men who are styled 
cadets, and they are instructed in seamanship, engineer- 
ing, mathematics, drafting, languages, etc. No cadets 
have been assigned to merchant vessels under the “Sub- 
sidy bill.” Candidates for cadets in the Revenue Cutter 
service must not be less than eighteen nor more than 
twenty-five years of age. 


W. H. P. asks: When the next vacancies occur for 
West Point and Annapolis for the 8th District of Ohio? 
Answer—Annapolis, 1902; Military Academy, 1900. 


\. H. writes: I was dishonorably discharged from 
the service on sentence by General Court Martial for 
desertion. If an honorable discharge is issued to me by 
the President or act of Congress, have I the right to 
Income @ citizen under the soldier act or not: I am over 
live years in the United States, but have not so far taken 
out my first papers, and must therefore rely to become 
a citizen under the soldier act. Answer—Present your 
honorable discharge to a United States court and papers 
will be issued to you. 


R. P. asks: If an alternate passing the mental 
and physical examination in June, but his principal also 
passing, there ng no vacancy in the district, if his 
principal resigns before September, and the alternate 
obtains the reappointment, will the alternate have to 
pass another examination in September? Answer—The 
Secretary of War could authorize the alternate to enter 


without another mental examination. You might, how- 
ever, have to pass a physical examination. 

W. P. asks how he stands on the list of applicants for 
examination for Commissary Sergeant, and if there is 
any ibility of an early examination? Answer—You 
stand forty-five on the list. An examination will proba- 
bly take place in about a year. 








A Fort D. A. Russell correspondent writes: “The new 
cap ornaments are now being issued to the different or- 
ganizations. —_ are quite an improvement over the 
old ornament, and as they are iss ready for use, the 
expense of filling and attaching pins will te a thing of 
the past. There are many other articles that the soldier 
is required to Use and keep about him that are a personal 
expense to him, which we hope to see follow in the traces 
of the cross-guns. Such articles as towels, soap, hair 
brushes, combs, tooth brushes, shoe polish, shoe brushes, 
tripoli, gun brushes, etc., are things that are indispensa- 
ble to the soldier and the fact that he has no allowance 
for them, seems to be an injustice that should attract the 
attention of the officials who secured the improvement in 
the cross-guns.” 





It has been determined by the War Department to for- 
tify but one point on the lakes out of the appropriation 
made available by the last fortifications law. his is 
Fort Montgomery, which commands the entrance to Lake 
Champlain. Maj. Gen. Miles, who inspected this post, 
regards it as a most important point. The War Depart- 
ment has made an allotment for repairing and modern- 
izing this place, and work will be pushed on it just as 
quickly as possible. Fort Montgomery, when completed, 
will be equipped with two 12-inch guns, nine 10-inch 
guns, seven inch guns, four 6-inch and twenty-four 
10-inch mortars. 


Surg. Gen. Sternberg has officially announced that the 


examination of candidates for admission into the Medical 
Corps_of the Army will occur the latter part of Septem- 
ber. Four vacancies exist in the corps, with two pros- 
pective. The school of instruction will open on Nov. 1.

GEN. E. V. SUMNER. 

Albert D. Richardson, in his “Field, Dungeon and Es- 
cape,” published over thirty years ago, thus describes 
that noble soldier, Gen. B. V. Sumner, who has left two 
sons to represent him in our Army of to-day: 

“For almost half a century Sumner had belonged to 
the Army of the United States; but he steadfastly re- 
fused to be put on the retired list. Entering the service 
from civil life, he was free from professional tradition 
and narrowness. Senator Wade once asked him, ‘How 
long were you at the Military Academy? He replied, 
‘I was never there in my life!’ 

“The bluff Ohioan sprang up and shook him fervently 
by the hand, exclaiming, “Thank God, for one General 
of the regular Army who was never at West Point!’ 

“From the outbreak of the Slaveholders’ Rebellion his 
name was one of the brightest in that noble but unfor- 
tunate Army which illustrated Northern discipline and 
valor on so many bloody fields. He was always in the 
deadliest of the fighting. He had the true soldierly tem- 
perament. He snuffed the battle afar off. He felt ‘the 
rapture of the strife’ and went into it with boyish en- 
thusiasm, 

“In exposing himself he was Impudence personified. 
It was the chronic wonder of his friends that he ever 
came out of battle alive. At last they began to 
believe with him that he was invincible. He would re- 
ceive bullets in his hat, coat, boots, saddle, horse, and 
sometimes have his person scratched, but without serious 
injury. His soldiers related with great relish that in the 
Mexican War a ball which struck him squarely in the 
forehead fell flattened to the ground without reaking 
the skin, as a bullet glances from the forehead of the 
buffalo. 

“Whenever the guns began to pound his mild eye 
would flash with fire. He would remove his artificial 
teeth, which became troublesome to him during the ex- 
citement of battle, and place them carefully in his 
pocket; raise his spectacles from his eyes and rest them 
upon his forehead that he might see clearly obejcts at a 
distance; give his orders to subordinates and then gallop 
headlong into the thick of the fight. 

“Hundreds of soldiers were familiar with his erect 
form, the snowy streaming hair, and the frank face of 
this wonderful old man, who, on the perilous edge of 
battle, while they were falling like grass before the 
mower, would dash through the fire and smoke shouting: 
‘Steady, men, steady! Don’t be excited. When you have 
been soldiers as long as 1 have you will learn that this 
is nothing! Stand firm and do your duty!’ 

“Never seeking a dramatic effect, he sometimes dis- 
played quiet heroism worthy of history’s brightest pages. 
Once, quite unconsciously reproducing a historic scene, 
he repeated almost word for word, the address of the 
great Frederick to his oflicers before the battle of 
Leuthen. It was on the bloody field by Fair Oaks, at 
the end of the second day. He commanded the forces 
that had crossed the swollen stream. But before the 
other troops came up the bridges had been swept away. 
The Army was then cut in twain, and Sumner, with his 
three shattered corps, was left to the mercy of the 
enemy’s entire force. 

“On that Sunday night, after making his dispositions 
to receive an attack, he sent for Gen. Sedgwiek, his 
special friend and most trusty soldier: 

“ “Sedgwick, you perceive the situation. The enemy 
will doubtless open upon us at daylight. Reinforcements 
ure impossible. He can overwhelm and destroy us. But 
the country cannot afford to have us defeated. There is 
just one thing for us to do. We must stand here and die 
like men! Impress it upon your officers that we must do 
this to the last man—to the last man! We may not meet 
again. Good-bye, Sedgwick!’ 

“The two grim soldiers shook hands and parted. Morn- 
ing came, but the enemy, failing to discover the situation, 
did not attack; new bridges were built and the sacrifice 
was averted. But Sumner was the man to carry out his 
resolution to the letter. 

“His intercourse with women and children was char- 
acterized by peculiar chivalry and gentleness. He re- 
vived the old ideal of the soldier—terrible in battle, but 
with an open and generous heart. 

“To his youngest son—a Captain upon his staff—he was 
bound by unusual affection. ‘Sammy’ was his constant 
companion; in private he leaned upon him, caressed him, 
and consulted him upon the most trivial matters, It 
was a touching bond which united the gray, war-worn 
veteran to the child of his old age. 

“We have had greater Captains than Sumner, but no 
better soldier, nor braver patriot. The words which 
trembled upon his dying lips—‘May God bless my coun- 
try, the United States of America’—were the key-note 
to his life. Green be the turf above him.” 


As the new Minister of War of the republic of France, 
Gen. Billot has become a conspicuous figure to the military 
men of the continental governments. Gen. Billot was 
born at Chaumed, Department of Corrége, on Aug. 25, 
1828. During the Second Empire he served in the gen- 
eral staff during the campaigns in Algiers and Mexico. 
At the outbreak of the war with Germany he held the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel and Chief of Division Staff, 
and was placed on duty with the division of Gen, Laveau- 
coupet, of the 2d Army Corps. He participated in the 
action at Spichern, and subsequently joined the army of 
Bazaine at Metz, but through some unexplained man- 
ner escaped being taken prisoner when that fortress capi- 
tulated. He was promoted to a Colonelcy, and for his 
gallantry at Beanne la Rolande was appointed Brigadier 
General, and afterward joined the Army of the East, 
under Bourbaki, as Division General, and served as such 
until the army was obliged to take refuge in Switzerland. 
Upon the reorganization of the army under the republic 
he was retained as Brigadier General, and ame 
ion General in 1878. For a time he commanded the 15th 
Army Corps. In 1882 he was made Minister of War, 
but did not hold this post very long, and returned te bis 
former command. He represented his department in the 
House of Deputies from 1871 to 1875, when he was 
elected to be Senator for life.

G. 0. 33 Aug. 3, H. Q. A. A., G. 0. 


By direction of the Secretary of War, the following in- 
structions are given to supersede those heretofore promul- 
gated in par. II of G. O. 27, of 1896, from these head- 
quarters, viz.: : 

Re Under the provisions of the act of Congress ap- 
proved March 16, 1896, making appropriations for the 
support of the Army, the necessary toilet, barbers’, laun- 
dry, and tailors’ articles for_general prisoners will be 
supplied by the Subsistence Department. 

The authorized list of such articles is as follows: ; 

Whiskbrooms, shoe blacking, blacking brushes, hair 
brushes, tooth brushes, horn combs, fine combs, buttons, 
thread, razors, razor strops, shaving brushes, shavin 
mugs, shaving soap, issue soap, toilet paper, unbleache: 
toweling, needles, beeswax. 

Such of the foregoing articles as may be necessary, not 
to exceed in value 50 cents per month for each general 
prisoner, will be issued by commissaries on the 15th day 
of each month, to the officer in charge of prisoners. The 
requisitions for these articles must set forth the number 
of general prisoners present at the post and be approved 
by the post commander. The receipt of the officer in 
charge will be the commissary’s voucher for dropping 
the articles from his return. ; 

No articles issued under this order, except tooth 
brushes, fine combs, buttons and thread, will be carried 
away by prisoners when transferred or discharged. 

Towels used by prisoners will be laundered by those 
who use them. a 

When specially authorized by the Secretary of War, 
the Subsistence Department will supply to posts where 
thirty or more general prisoners are confined a sewing 
machine and other necessary tailors’ utensils, for use in 
mending prisoners’ clothing. 

2. A recruiting officer stationed elsewhere than at a 
military post is authorized to purchase such of the fol- 
lowing articles as may be necessary for the use of all the 
recruits at his station at an apraee not exceeding 70 
cents per nronth, namely, whiskbroom, shoe blacking. 
blacking brush, hair brush, coarse horn comb, toilet 
paper, unbleached toweling. If he is supplied with sub- 
sistence funds, he will pay the vouchers, made out on 
Form No. 8, the certificate thereon being potgeny modi- 
fied, and will report the purchase on Form No. 9. (A. 
R. 569.) If not supplied with funds, he will send the 
duly certified vouchers for payment to the Chief Com- 
missary of the Department in which the recruiting sta- 
tion is located, accompanied: by a report on Form No. 9. 
The towels in use by recruits at recruiting stations will 
be laundered at the expense of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. 

3. At a recruiting station at a military post, such 
quantities of unbleached toweling, not exceeding twelve 
yards for a six months’ supply, and such quantity of is- 
sue soap as may be necessary, will be issued to the re- 
cruiting officer at the post by the commissary upon requi- 
sition approved by the commanding officer, for use exclu- 
sively by applicants for enlistment, recruits on probation, 
and newly enlisted men awaiting transfer to permanent 
stations. Towels will be laundered by those who use 
them. The receipt of the recruiting officer will be the 
Coeeinnnty"e voucher for dropping the articles from his 
return. 

4. Such quantities of toilet paper as may be absolutely 
necessary for the use of recruits at recruit rendezvous 
will be issued by commissaries to the officer in charge of 
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the recruit detachment on requisition approved b 
post commander. The receipt of the officer in charge 
will be the commissary’s voucher for dropping the arti- 
cles from his return. 

5. Articles issued in pursuance of this order will not 
be accounted for property returns by officers re- 
ceiving them, but will continued in use until worn 
out, y command of et.

_ Gives additional instructions concerning the pay of en- 
listed men. It uires the Paymaster to place in a 
sealed envelope, with proper indorsements, packages for a 
es organization, placed in another sealed envelope, 
aving on the outside the name and address of 
the post or other command, and the names of 
the subordinate organizations for which pay is re- 
mitted. To this the Paymaster will append his signature, 
address it to the commanding officer and address it to 
the Quartermaster, to forward it. The remainder of the 
order contains instructions to commanding officers, as 
follows: When the express package is received at the 
post, it will be opened in the presence of the command- 
ing officer, who will observe the condition of the seals, 
the number of company and detachment packages, and 
that the marking upog them conforms to these instruc- 
tions. The separate sealed packages containing the pay 
for the several companies or detachments will then be de- 
livered to the officer designated by the commanding officer 
to distribute the pay, and this distribution will be made 
as soon as practicable thereafter. 

When a company or detachment is paraded for pay, 
the company commander will attend and in his presence 
the packages containing the pay for that company will 
be opened by the officer designated to distribute it. The 
number of checks in the package and the number of 
sealed envelopes, prcpertins to contain the pay of indi- 
vidual soldiers, will be counted and the agreement of this 
number with the record made by the Paymaster upon 
the wrapper will be verified by both officers, and the 
amount marked on the sealed envelope as the pay due 
each man, will be verified by comparison with the pay 
roll before the distribution begins. 

As each man’s name is called, the check drawn to his 
order will be given to him by the officer designated to 
make the payment, or the envelope bearing the man’s 
name will be opened, its contents verified by comparison 
with marks on the envelope or with the mister roll, and 
the money handed to the soldier, by said officer, all in 
presence and under the personal observation of the com- 
pany commander. 

In case of error or informality, a statement of the 
facts as found to exist will be immediately indorsed upon 
the envelope or the wrapper, as the case may be, and the 
officers present will certify to the correctness of the state- 
ment, and lay the same before the commanding officer. 

The copy of the muster and pay roll of each organiza- 
tion, which the paymaster is required by paragraph 1352 
of the Regulations to return to tne post, will be forward- 
ed to the Paymaster by the Commanding Officer, with 
the least practicable delay after the payment is com- 
pleted.

2. Recruiting officers at city stations will note on the 
descriptive and assignment cards of recruits enlisted or 
re-enlisted by them, the fact as to whether the medical 
examination was made by an Army surgeon, or by a 
civilian physician, as prescribed in Circular Letter, May 
25, 1896, in order that the medical ofticer who shall 
make the examination called for by A. R. 843 may de- 
termine whether, or not, he is required to make out the 
outline figure card under the terms of paragraph 2, Cir- 
cular No. 7, Headquarters of the Army, Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, June 4, 1896.

“La France Militaire” gives the following interesting 
information concerning the general officers of the French 
Army, viz., the age fixed for the retirement of Generals 
is sixty-five years, except in the case of those who have 
held a command-in-chief in the presence of the enemy. 
Under this exception two Generals, aged respectively, 
eighty-eight and seventy-five years, and two division 
Generals sixty-eight years old, have been retained on 
the active list. Of the remaining Generals ten reach 
the retirement age this year, and the remainder are of 
the average age of sixty-one years and seven months. 
Out of the whole number of 110, seventy-seven were 
educated at St. Cyr, thirty in the Ecole Polytechnique, 
one at Vincennes, There are 210 Brigadier Generals on 
the active list, nineteen of whom will reach the legal 
age for retirement—sixty-two years; the remainder are 
of an average age of fifty-one years and five months. One 
hundred and fifty-one are from St. Cyr fifty-five from 
the Ecole Polytechnique, one from the Sanitarian Army, 
and seven came from the ranks. In the Reserves there are 
eighty-one Division Generals aged from sixty-five to 
eighty-five years, 108 Brigadier Generals of an average 
age of sixty-six years. On the retired list there are fifty- 
eight division and 144 Brigadier Generals. 


The “Deutsche Heeres Zeitung” publishes an elaborate 
article from a Russian paper on the use of the portable 
bicycle, constructed by Capt. Gerard, of the French 
Army. This bicycle weighs from 25 to 30 pounds. To 
take the machine apart for transportation on the sol- 
dier’s back, it requires one-half minute; it may be reas- 
sembled for use in the same short space of time. 

A trial of this new bicycle was made in recent French 
maneuvers. A party of 20 men under one commissioned 
officer of one of the infantry regiments was provided 
with this new means of transportation and rendered most 
important and efficient services in carrying dispatches 
in services of security and information, in defeating a 
night attack of the opposing forces, in assisting in flank 
movements and in pressing the enemy. In fine, this de- 
tachment of infantry did not only move from point to 
point with the rapidity of cavalry, but also performed 
in action its full duty as infantry. 

The advantages of providing infantry with portable 
bicycles are summed up as follows: 

1. The ability of the cyclist to make on ordinary 
roads a day’s march for infantry in one-half to one-fourth 
of the time required by foot soldiers. 

2. The celerity of seizing upon advanced positions. 

3. Rapidity of movement for the purpose of out-flank 
ing the enemy. 

4. The ability to accompany as a support of artillery in 
all kinds of gaits. 

5. The superior facilities for establishing prompt con- 
nection between parts of the same forces. 

6. The pursuit of a defeated and retreating enemy. 

In fine, it is claimed that the army cyclists fulfill not 
only the functions of infantry, but also have many of 
the advantages possessed by cavalry. An extensive use 
of the bicycle is predicted by infantry charged with the

SMALL ARMS FOR THE ARMY. 


The entire Army has now been supplied with the Krag. 
Jérgenson rifle, but the arsenal at Springfield is still as. 
sembling the arms and storing them away for future use. 
It is expected that the Springfields turned in to the sey. 
eral arsenals, will all, in time, be shipped to the Spring. 
field Arsenal, where they will be cleaned and repairg 
and be kept on hand for possible emergencies. Nationa 
Guard circles are complaining because of the failure o 
the War Department to replace the Springfield rifles noy 
in their service with the Krag-Jorgenson arm. Nation 
Guardsmen from all parts of the country have repeatedly 
brought to the attention of the authorities the advisabj) 
ity of arming the entire militia force with the latest anj 
most improved model. Gen. D. W. Flagler, Chief 
Ordnance, is opposed to the suggestion of re-arming th 
Guard with the .30 caliber weapon. He has given tw 
reasons for his belief in this respect. They are: 

First—The new arm, with its great velocity and smal 
caliber, is especially adapted to long-range fighting in th 
open field while contending with Armies equipped wit) 
similar arms. The caliber .45 rifle is much bette 
adapted for close-range fighting or for any service tha 
ean be anticipated for the National Guard, except possi. 
bly in time of actual war, and in the latter case it woul 
be desirable to issue new arms to troops taking the fielj 
—no matter what arms they may have at the time—j) 
order that they may have new arms in perfect condition 

Second—The caliber .45 rifle is simpler, and we wil 
continue to use black gunpowder in the cartridge, whid 
involves no question of deterioration from improper stor 
age or lapse of time, etc., and it is an arm which it 
very difficult to get out of order, whereas the new arm 
is more complicated, and both it and its ammunition ay 
better adapted for troops that are constantly in the se 
vice and devoting their whole time to their use. 

Should Congress ever enact the necessary legislatin 
it is the intention of the authorities to issue the Spring. 
field rifle to the National Guard in exchange for any 
weapons they may have on hand. The authorities ay 
very greatly opposed to the variety of arms now it 
service. Uniformity is greatly to be desired and the pre 
sent diversity in arms will injure the efficiency of the 
service should the militia ever be called into the field, 
Gen. Flagler will, in his next annual report, again cal 
the attention of Congress to the desirability of legislation 
of the character stated and it is hoped by the Depart 
ment officials that Congress will heed his recommenda 
tion in this respect. 
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A London correspondent in a recent letter states that 
Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British forces, has created a sensation by a state 
ment made to the Indian Military Commission a short 
time since, that he would not like to put Indian troop 
in front of European soldiers, adding: “I should not like 
to fight the Army of France of Germany or any other 
Army with Indian troops.” Military officers now iw 
Ingland, who have served in India, declare that there is 
no ground for Gen. Lord Wolseley’s remarks. The ly 
dian troops, they declare, are an admirable fighting force, 
equal in every way to the soldier of Russia or any other 
country. It is the consensus of opinion in military cir 
cles that the Commander-in-Chief was animated in mak 
ing his statement by a feeling of jealousy toward Gen 
Lord Roberts, whose high opinion of the Indian soldier 
is based upon experience. Field Marshal Lord Wolse 
ley’s action, according to the correspondent, has caused 
indignant protests from all sides, and has placed him in 
evil odor. 
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Orders have been issued by Secretary of War Lamon!

We shall not undertake to condense what Charles King 
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says, for he says it much better than we can say it for 
him. We only regret that we are not able to give the 
whole of his eloquent tribute to his dead classmate. He 
tells us that “from earliest boyhood he had shown keen 
zest for scientific study. Grandson of a man of rare at- 
tainments, one who had received all the advantages of 
the foremost universities of the old world, Mercur had 
made his name in early school days. The Susquehanna 
Collegiate Institute of Towanda was the scene of his first 
success, and among other prizes there awarded him was 
one for the original solution of a problem in geometry, 
when he was only thirteen years of age. He had come to 
us well versed in the classics, too, though science was his 
favorite study, and even in cadet days his pronounced 
ability led to his detail as instructor in mathematics un- 
der the long famous head of that department, Professor 
Church. 

“Acquiring knowledge with an ease seldom equaled, and 
from every source, including nature, he communicated it 
directly to his pupils.There was nothing second-hand in 
his teaching. He was practical as well as theoretical. 
He could show how to do a thing, as well as indicate the 
method and explain the theory, and this, probably, next 
to his great and extended knowledge, was the secret of 
his success. His marked capacity as an instructor, his 
established record for high scholarship and even higher 
character, and his well proven ability to carry into the 
daily practice of his profession the theories he taught 
and studied, were the factors which seemed to point un- 
erringly to him as the man of all others to worthily fill 
the chair so long and honorably held by Crozet and Ma- 
han. He was the unanimous choice of the Academic 
Board, and, naturally, the nominee of his oldtime chief, 
now Chief of Engineers. Almost without exception, he 
was the choice of all disinterested friends of the Acad- 
emy, where his return to duty for the third time and for 
the rest of his honored life, was hailed with joy by all 
who ever served with him. 

“And all the time he was building up the course of his 
department, his reputation as a scientific engineer was 
spreading. Mercur’s knowledge of many brauches was 
such as to make him a specialist in each. On the subject 
of steam and its applications, and on the subject of cem- 
ents, he was held to be a great authority. He had fitted 
himself for the highest class of astronomical work. He 
was an accomplished botanist, geologist and a student of 
ornithology. As a consulting engineer he could have 
made a fortune. Scarcely a mail @me to him for years, 
says a colleague on the Academic Board, without letters 
and requests for information on all kinds of subjects, 
most of which he answered and always without charge.” 

Previous to his appointment as professor, Mercur had 
been Gen. Newton’s assistant at Hell Gate, and divided 
with Newton the honors of that great work. ‘There is 
no man to divide with Mercur the love and faith and re- 
spect he inspired in all employed under him, from prin- 
cipal assistant to humblest laborer among the hundred 
engaged in that most dangerous work. He established 
and maintained a mutual aid association for the benefit 
of those who might be injured. He was ever with his 
men, cool, quiet, reassuring, during the trying days when, 
gallery after gallery, the bowels of the rock were being 
crammed with dynamite. On one occasion a nervous 
hand let fall a can of the dread explosive, and there was 
instant stampede of the workmen, many of whom left 
a similar can where sudden jar might shake it from its 
place. The panic was intense. The foreman raged and 
swore and no man heeded him, and then, stemming the 
head of the rush, just in the nick of time, came Mercur 
to the spot. ‘Men,’ he said, in his quiet voice, ‘if it ex- 
plode you can’t get out. It is safer for each man to get 
back to his can,’ and the men halted, confounded by such 
sang froid, and then obeyed. To this day these toil-worn 
fellows hail some officer of Engineers and say: ‘And how 
is Capt. Mercur? He was the best man I ever worked 
for.’ 

“In speaking once of Mercur a comrade, who had served 
long years with him, declared he never knew him to ex- 
aggerate, never knew him to sneer, never heard of his 
scofling, never believed he could by any possibility be 
guilty of an impure thought. He who was so calm, yet 
so prompt and daring in the face of imminent peril, 
winced at the sound of a foul word. He who was so 
strong and wise in council, shrank from the utterance of 
censure. He who could command the implicit faith and 
instant obedience of hundreds of rough laboring men was 
gentle and tender as a delicately nurtured woman. Emi- 
nent, almost unrivaled in his profession, he would blush 
like a girl at the sound of any word of praise. Firm and 
steadfast in discipline when serving with troops, he was 
disarmed by childish pleading or by woman’s tears. 
Faithful as a friend, through good or evil report, he 
clung unswerving to the comrades of his youth. Faithful 
as a public official, no proffered sum could lure him from 
the service of the nation which, having educated him, had 
the prior claim. Faithful as a graduate of his great alma 
mater, he so ordered his life that in every word he spoke 
or penned—far better still, in every day and deed of his 
life, he stood revealed the highest type of the honor, 
probity and patriotism she stamps upon her sons.” 


“Scribner” for August appears in a beautiful dress, 
with a color and gold picture of fair Summer kneeling 
upon the cover to offer us fruits and flowers. Within, 
we find a tempting store of romance, including a very 
strong, interesting story called “Gregory’s Island,” by 
George W. Cable. Not least interesting of its contents 
is the short account in the last pages of the maga- 
zine of the “flying machine that flew,” which is the 
“aerodrome” of Professor Langley, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institute. It is said to have solved success- 
fully the question of mechanical flight. 


Rear Adml. Beardslee is very much pleased with the 
character of recruits obtained by the ships of the Pacific 
squadron. In a recent report to the Navy Department 
on this subject, he says: “The course adopted of recruit- 
ing for the ships as far as possible only young American 
citizens has accumulated on them a large body of excel- 
lent men, natives of this coast. When their terms of 
service have expired and they return to their homes, 
there will be mingled with the people a very strong ele- 
ment of well-trained men, who will undoubtedly join the 
Naval Militia and prove most valuable additions. The 
wide liberty that is given to the people to see and hear 
something of the ships and the Navy is producing most 
excellent results. I am speaking within the figures in 
saying that from New Whatcom to San Diego fully 30,- 
000 people have visited the Philadelphia, and among these 
there are undoubtedly many of position and influence.” 
What Adml. Beardslee says about the desirability of en- 
listing as far as possible only young Americans is borne 
out by statements made to the Department by other com- 
manding officers of squadron. Secretary Herbert is doing 
all within his power to make the Navy an American in- 
stitution wholly. The foreign element is being fast elimi- 
nated from our Navy. We fear that Adml. Beardslee is 
over sanguine concerning recruiting the Naval Militia 
from discharged enlisted men. It is all work and no pay 
in the Naval Militia, and those who have had enough of 
it in the Navy are likely to share the opinion of Gen. 
Grant, who, after his large experience as a soldier, told 
the Duke of Cambridge that the last thing in the world 
he wanted to see was a military parade. 


An important board was appointed by Secretary Her- 
bert, Saturday, August 1, for the purpose of preparing 
a plan for laying up ip ordinary ceviain ships of the 
North Atlantic Squadron. The appointment of this 
board is the primary step in the direction of carrying 
out Secretary Herbert’s intention of having a reserve 
fleet of «var vessels. The board is composed of Rear 
Adml John Walker, Chief Engr. David Smith, and 
Lieut. H. M. Witzel. In addition to preparing a plan 
for laying up the ships, the board has been instructed to 
recommend the place where they shall be laid up, the 
size of the crews necessary for the proper preservation 
of their hulls and machinery, and what ships shall be 
placed in ordinary. Action on this plan will be delayed 
until the conclusion of the evolutions of the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron. Then the board’s recommendations will 
be considered by the Department and those adopted will 
be put into effect. It is expected by the naval experts 
that only the smaller vessels will be kept in commission, 
or perhaps one of each type of ship. To keep a battle- 
ship or a large cruiser in commission the Government has 
to expend a great deal of money each year. League 
Island has been repeatedly recommended as the place for 
laying up ships and the Department has in the case of 
the Vesuvius and the old war monitors adopted the 
recommendation. The board will not be guided by this 
precedent, but is free to recommend any place it may 
consider desirable. It is not expected that its recom- 
mendations will be limited to the North Atlantic coast. 
It will also consider a plan for laying up ships on the 
Pacific coast. 


Our Army Gazette this week shows that the detail of 
officers to the Artillery School at Fort Monroe and to 
light battery instruction at that place was completed on 
Thursday, when orders were issued directing the trans- 
fer of a number of officers of the 5th Art. to and from 
that place, with changes of stations for officers in the sev- 
eral batteries of the regiment consequent upon these 
transfers. The only important details now before the 
Secretary of War are those of the military attaché to 
London and the commandant of cadets at West Point. 
The former billet the Secretary has evidently no intention 
of filling; the latter he has deferred making upon the re- 
quest of Col. Ernst, the commandant of the school. It is 
expected that the officer appointed as commandant will 
be announced about Oct. 1. 


The paragraph concerning the difficulties on board the 
U. S. 8S. Kathadin, published last week, conveyed the 
impression that charges had been preferred against Lieut. 
John C. Colwell, U. 8S. N., “Involving Intoxication.” 
This was not correct. The only charge brought against 
Lieut. Colwell was that of making an assault on one of 
wardroom servants, who, if he was not kicked out 
of the wardroom, ought to have been. The whole diffi- 
culty resulted from groundless complaints of enlisted 
men, which were carried to Washington by a superserv- 
iceable Congressman, with whom votes counted for more 
than facts. 

The Bethlehem Company has delivered to the Govern- 
ment nineteen of the guns which it contracted to build 
some years ago. Of these, nine are of 8 inches caliber 
and the remainder of 10 inches. The contract with the 
Bethlehem Company calls for 100 guns divided in this 
way: Twenty-five 12-inch; fifty 10-inch; and twenty-five 
8-inch. It is expected by the War Department that the 
Bethlehem firm will make all their deliveries in ample 
time to come within the contract limit.

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THE FIGHTING DERVISHES. 


(From the Army and Navy Gazette.) 

Suppose we call that quality which animates the Der- 
vishes to fight and die as they did at Ferket and in the 
battles of the last Nile campaign “faith” instead of “‘fa- 
naticism’’ we are in the presence or a very curious meta- 
physical problem. How can the faith of the Christian 
soldier—English, French, German, Russian—be differ- 
entiated from the fgnaticism of the Mahomedan in its 
practical effects on the field of battle? At all times 
there have been examples given by every nation of hero- 
ic bravery, but they have not been uniform, constant, 
and ever present in the history of the same race. Lord 
Wolseley once shocked the maternal and sororal feelings 
of the company at a cadet’s prize day at Woolwich by 
enunciating the “barbarous opinion” to his young friends 
that the first condition of success in their profession was 
“not to mind being killed,” but it was true for all that. 
The first duty of a soldier is to obey, the first quality of 
a soldier is courage, well summed up in the French 
inscription, “Valeur et discipline.””’ This is not the place 
for a disquisition on the comparative ethics of Christi- 
anity and Mahomedanism, but it is incontestable that 
the folloWers of Mahomed have shown in the midst of 
tremendous reverses the sublimest bravery and perfect 
indifference to being killed. In an interesting letter from 
the camp at Ferket the correspondent of the ‘Times’ 
bears testimony to the magnificent courage of the Mah- 
dists whom we call Dervishes. In a letter to the lead- 
ing journal which appeared last Monday, he writes: 

“All the numerous British oflicers who have taken part 
in former campaigns against the Mahdists, all allow that 
the Dervishes have lost nothing of their old valor. They 
heed death as little as ever. I saw them stand undis- 
mayed in the open and fight with dogged determination 
in the face of our deadly volley fire; they fought on with 
rifle and spear and knife when charged by the cavalry; 
they even did what some authorities have denied that 
any troops, however brave, would ever do—they stood 
in groups firing steadily into our ranks while our Maxim 
guns poured their streams of bullets on them, mowing 
them down like grass. I doubt whether any other men 
in the world would have stood; as these men stood, for 
nearly two hours, against such fearful odds as were op- 
posed to them. If trained and disciplined (but it is very 
doubtful whether that savage beast of prey, the Bag- 
gara, ever could be tamed), these men would make mag- 
nificent infantry. They display now as much amazing 
coolness when acting on the defensive as they did wild 
@lan in their furious charges of former campaigns. Dur- 
ing one part of the fight I was with the men of the 9th 
Soudanese Battalion, who were clearing the hills to the 
east of Ferket, and I saw a handful of twenty-five of 
the enemy’s riflemen stand firm and fire into us until we 
were twenty yards from them, when they in vain sought 
safety in flight. The majority of these riflemen were 
blacks of the same stock as the men of our Soudanese 
battalions; it is therefore possible to form some idea of 
how the latter will fight if caught in a ‘tight corner.’ ”’ 

If the Dervishes could be got to reason out the details 
of the conflict between the Egyptians and their allies 
they might doubt whether the had the special favor of 
Allah. Even nature, as the “Times” correspondent says, 
came to the assistance of the infidel, for a dust storm on 
the Sunday of the surprise veiled the movements of the 
Egyptians from the Dervish scouts. If all the Emirs 
are like Osman Azrak, they will be little impressioned by 
considerations of that kind, and unless, as Mr. Knight 
says, ‘“‘Mahdism is really dead, Kitchener’s army will en- 
counter a very formidable resistance when they ap- 
proach Dongola, whither the Khalifa is sending his best 
troops to stake his fortunes in a great fight.”

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

The Grant encountered a heavy S. E. gale of wind in 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska, on July 10, and did some very 
commendable work in saving the whaling bark Alice 
Knowles (of San Francisco), from being wrecked on the 
rocks during the height of the storm. The Knowles had 
two anchors down in the harbor and was rapidly drag- 
ging ashore (with her ensign union down), when the 
Grant got underway, steamed to her assistance, and 
succeeded, after several hours’ hard work in a thick 
fog and driving rain, in hauling her off and towing her 
to a safe anchorage.The Knowles is valued at $25,000 
and she had a cargo of whalebone worth about $16,000. 
Later in the same day the Grant hauled the coaling ship 
J. B. Brown off the beach where she had grounded at 
8 A. M., while the Grant was at work on the Knowles. 

Advices from Port Townsend, July 29, state that the 
revenue cutters Bear and Grant will arrive at Port 
‘Townsend during the first part of October, but the’ Wol- 
cott will remain in the North until November 1. The 
eutters detailed for the Southern ports will probably 
come down about the time the two first-named do. and 
will be at their winter ports shortly after the middle of 
October. In addition to the cutters Bear, Grant and 
Wolcott, there will also be stationed on Puget Sound the 
two new launches, Guard and Scout, that are now being 
completed under contract here, and which have already 
been accepted by the Government. 

3d Lieut. Randolph Ridgely, Jr., assigned to tempo- 
rary duty on board the Galveston. The Dallas will act 
as stakeboat on the trial of the cruiser Brooklyn. The 
Woodbury may also participate in the trial. 

The Behrifig Sea fleet will disband on or about Sept. 
15. The several vessels will be ordered to their re- 
spective stations. Capt. Smith will be transferred to 
the command of the Corwin. Capt. Roath will be de- 
tached from the Corwin and will be assigned to the com- 
mand of the Perry.

The fleet has been actively 
cruising in the North Pacific and Behring Sea, and al- 
ready this season it has covered a distance of 38,000 
miles. Seal are repgrted plentiful north of the Pribyloff 
Islands. 

Lieut. de Otte has been assigned to duty in charge 
of St. Paul Island during the winter months, on his own 
application. _ He will have general supervision of the 
Government's interests on those islands. 

When the fleet disbands Capt. Hooper will return to his 
station in San Francisco. 

Engineer-in-Chief J. W. Collins is on an inspection tour 
to Boston, Mass., and Cleveland. At the latter place 
he will witness the launching of Revenue Cutter No. 1, 
which will be christened the Gresham, in honor of the 
late Secretary of State. 

1st Asst. Engr. J. H. Chalker has completed his duties 
in connection with steel inspection duty, and has re- 
turned to the Guthrie at Baltimore. 

The Golden Gate is rapidly approaching a stage where 
she will be ready for launching.

PENNSYLVANIA STATE CAMP. 


(Continued from last week.) 

The infantry arm consists of 15 regiments, and the 
State Fencibles Battalion. The 1st and 2d regiments 
(both of Philadelphia) are the only ten company regi- 
ments, the others having but eight. The field and staff 
of the rcgiments are a wide-awake body of men, alive to 
their responsibilities and showing the benefit of their an- 
nual encampments. The same cannot be said of the 
company officers and enlisted men. Even after taking 
into account certain unfavorable conditions with which 
the military authorities have to contend, it must be said 
that the regiments were not “up’ in their guard duty 
and skirmish drill, and there is entirely too much fa- 
miliarity between officers and men, the enlisted man be- 
ing the encroaching party. These shortcomings would 
soon show a radical improvement, were the State more 
alive to its duties to provide suitable armories for the 
various commands, and if the pernicious system of term 
election of company officers were abolished. All criti- 
cism must give place to praise in speaking of the gen- 
eral staff. Ability, devotion to duty and efficiency mark 
their every effort. To this body of men is principally 
due the present efficiency of the Pennsylvania N. G. 
The Provost Marshal’s Department performed its im- 
portant duties with credit to all concerned—the prison- 
ers were of a different opinion. Apparently no restric- 
tions were imposed as to “refreshments” and this confi- 
dence seems to have been deserved. The penalty for 
drunkenness, however, was dismissal from the Guard. 
Two members of the 2d Regt. were thus punished, being 
stripped of their uniforms, drummed out of camp and 
placed on board the eastbound train. Wall tents are 
more numerous than in former years. It is a pity that 
the A tents (which are in the large majority and each oc- 
cupied by three men), should not have a ventilator cut 
in the rear wall. ‘Their ventilation is now dependent 
upon the direction of the wind, and, as if to aggravate 
the situation, many of the men left the tent flaps down 
when absent. Good weather and short occupancy pre- 
vented any apparent ill effects from their use. Those of 
the City Troop, of Philadelphia, are open front and rear 
and were much used during the heat of the day. The 
policing of the entire camp was admirable. According 
to established custom the various regiments were inspected 
while in camp. 

The following extract, which is taken from the circular 
issued by Inspr. Gen. Morrell, explains certain changes 
for the better over the old system: “The thorough sys- 
tem of inspection and count of arms and State 
property lately introduced at the spring in- 
spections and the very marked improvement— 
where improvement was necessary—noticeable in the 
condition and manner of keeping the same has influenced 
this department to dispense largely with the minutize 
of camp inspections and to confine the inspection this 
year principally to inspection drills and field movements. 
The infantry of the Ist Brigade will be inspected on 
Monday, July 20, of the 2d Brigade on Tuesday, July 
21, and of the 3d Brigade on Wednesday, July 22. The 
eavalry will be inspected early on Thursday morning 
and the artillery early on Friday morning, that of the 
junior brigade first. The regiments of a brigade will be 
inspected in inverse order of the seniority of command- 
ants, and the regiment first to be inspected on each day 
will be in position on the parade ground promptly at 7 

M., and will be followed by the other regiments 
of the brigades at intervals of two hours. Regi 
mental commanders will have _ their regiments 
drawn up in line on _ the’ designated parade 
ground for review by the Adjutant General. Having 
passed in review they will be halted in column of com- 
panies on the ground originally occupied and prepared 
for inspection. The inspection of general appearance 
and clothing will be immediately followed by regi- 
mental, battalion and company inspection drills, in the 
order named. Regiments will be mustered during the 
inspection of clothing and general appearance. A list of 
the movements to be executed in inspection drills will be 
furnished previous to the inspection. Beginning with 
the Monday of and continuing through the week of the 
encampment, regimental guard mount will be inspected 
at the regular hour set for that ceremony, commencing 
with the junior brigade. Inspection in guard duty will 
be held Eroushont the entire encampment, due notice 
being given through the proper channels immediately 
previous to any such inspection. Two hours were allot- 
ted to each regiment, each brigade being thus inspected 
in one day. Owing to the number of inspecting officers 
and assistants the regiments were enabled to devote 
most of their time to the inspection drills. The inspec- 
tion and muster of the brigades commenced at 7 o’clock 
and was made by Adjt. Gen. Thomas J. Stewart and 
Inspr.

Keep before you this army truism: Good 
officers will make a fair regiment from poor materiai, 
but poor officers will ruin a regiment, though the ma- 
terial is of the best. I strongly urge the most thorough 
scrutiny and inquiry as to character and standing in the 
community, and as to the possession of those qualities 
that stamp one’s fitness to command. Good fellowship 
is the least to be considered; and if you have not in your 
own organization what you require, then seek it else- 
where.”

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THE CASE OF CAPT. AYRES. 


The Kansas City ‘“Times” says of the case of Capt. C. 
G. Ayres, 10th Cav.: “From information in possession of 
the “Times” it would appear that the wrong officer had 
been tried, and that the entire proceedings in the case 
will be set aside. The facts, as they have been given the 
“Times,” through authentic sources, are these: 

“Several weeks ago Col. Perry and Capt. Ayres, 10th 
Cay., were engaged in conversation near the cavalry 
corral, at Fort Custer, Mont. They were approached by 
Capt. Davis, 10th Cav., who asked Col. Perry’s permis- 
sion to speak to him. The privilege was accorded, when 
Capt. Davis, in the plain hearing of Capt. Ayres, said: 
“You should be careful how you talk to Capt. Ayres; he 
has perjured himself seven times.” Capt. Davis rather 
“stunned” both the other two officers, and it was some 
time before they could get their ‘‘bearings,’”’ when Capt. 
Ayres suggested that the officer’s conduct was unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, and charges should be 
preferred against him. Col. Perry agreed that this be 
done by the Captain, and they were in due season for- 


warded to Gen. J. E. Brooke, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Dakota. Gen. Brooke, however, declined to 
bring Capt. Davis to trial, but required that he apologize 
to the officers concerned. 

“In carrying out these instructions, Capt. Davis en- 
tered the office of the Post Commander at Fort Custer, 
and in the presence of Capt. Ayres said that he apolo- 
gized by order of the Commanding General. The apology 
was not deemed sufficient by Capt. Ayres, and he so in. 
formed Gen. Brooke, with the request that the Captain 
be required to make either a proper apology or that he 
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and unless this was done he would be forced to forward 
the charges to higher authority. Gen. Brooke again re- 
plied that he had gone in the matter as far as he cared 
to, that Capt. Davis would not be tried, nor would the 
charges be forwarded. 

“Capt. Ayres, who is known for his staying qualities 
in a “scrap” of this kind, thereupon formulated another 
set of charges and forwarded them to Gen. Miles. The 
authorities at headquarters, learning what Ayres had 
done, lost no time in sending on the charges originally 
filed, with the recommendation that no trial be had. They 
were, however, returned to Gen. Brooke, with directions 
that the officer be brought to trial, and the first thing 
the Fort Custer command knew, a court was convened 
and Capt. Ayres ordered to appear before it. While the 
papers concerning this controversy were in Washington. 
Gen. Brooke sent Capt. Gerlach, 3d Inf., to Custer to 
make further investigation into the trouble. Gerlach se- 
cured from Ayres, upon representation that any informa- 
tion given would not be used to his disadvantage, about 
everything he cared to know, and upon this information 
proceeded to formulate the charges which he later 
signed and upon which Ayres was tried. 

“ The court convened in due season, and the entire 
array of members was challenged, on the ground that 
the Department Commander having preferred the 
charges had no authority to convene the court, but this 
was overruled. The court then proceeded to try the offi- 
cer, and when the United States rested its case the de- 
fense stated that it had no evidence to offer on the 
ground that nothing had been proved by the Govern- 
ment. 

“*Before the proceedings reached Gen. Brooke. the 
War Department directed that they be sent to Washing- 
ton for review, and in this Gen. Brooke heartily con- 
curred, because of his own connection with the case. It 
is not believed that the court sentenced the Captain to 
dismissal on the charges, though courts are known at
